DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1-4 are objected to because of the following informalities:

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S,C. 112:

3. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most hearty connected, to make and/or use the invention. It 
is unclear how one of ordinary skill in the art would make and use the device since the 
disclosed use is in direct violation of the basic laws of physics.
